T H E “Y ELLO W HAMMER.” 


No more unfortunate story 
has been published in a

Crosse 
newspaper than that in which the Morning Chronicle in its 
issue 
this 
morning attempted to promote discord in the fusing civic societies by re­ 
presenting that there are “cliques” opposing each other, one of which was 
beaten by its opponent in the matter of postponing the election of offi­ 
cers.. There was a friendly difference of opinion on this point, Mr. A. 
Hirshheimer supporting the idea of the chair that delay was adviasble to 
permit new members to vote on the officers who would rule them, and Mr. 
Mahoney suggesting an immediate election. We believe we are correct in 
saying that neither in word or thought was there a spark of antagonism, 
and the prevailing opinion that an adjournment was the proper step was 
acquiesed in by practically everybody after the meeting. 
There is little field for newspapers, or
